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The  Hinds  Community  College  Eagles  finished  the  1993  football 
season  with  a  7-3  overall  record  and  4-2  in  the  South  Division. 

The  Eagles  scored  a  total  of  279  points  while  allowing  opponents  to 
score  only  106  points  against  them.  Hinds  had  a  total  of  1,081  yards 
passing  and  1 ,964  yards  rushing. 

Wins  for  the  season  were:  45-6  over  Coahoma,  27-0  over  Northeast, 
52-3  over  Southwest,  30-7  over  Co-Lin,  34-7  over  East  Central,  22-13 
over  Gulf  Coast,  and  39-7  over  Holmes.  Their  three  losses  for  the  season 
were:  30-21  to  Pearl  River,  7-6  to  Northwest,  and  26-3  to  Jones. 

Individual  scoring  leaders  for  the  season  included  kicker  Chris  Pierce 
of  Pearl  with  52  points,  24  made  by  field  goals  and  28  made  by  extra 
points.  Stacey  Garrett  of  Roanoke,  Alabama,  made  eight  touchdowns  for 
48  points  and  Lee  Ragsdale  of  Pelehatchie  followed  with  seven  TD's  for 
42  points. 

Damian  Slaughter  led  in  passing  with  49  completions  of  1 1 1  attempts 
for  754  yards  while  Stacey  Garrett  led  in  rushing  with  1 76  carries  for 
842  yards.  Dexter  Thomas  of  Jackson  led  the  team  in  receiving  with  1 8 
caught  for  361  yards  while  Willie  Stamps  of  Vicksburg  led  in  punt 
returns  with  12  for  296  yards  and  the  longest  being  44  yards. 

Dexter  Thomas  also  led  in  kickoff  returns  with  10  averaging  31  yards 
with  the  longest  being  43  yards.  Jason  Teer  of  Jackson  led  the  Eagles  in 
punts  with  44  for  1,413  yards.  Liron  Thomas  of  Plant  City,  Florida; 
David  Knott  of  Brandon;  and  Earnest  King  of  Jackson  each  had  three 
interceptions  while  Anthony  Parks  of  Lincoln  County,  Georgia,  led  the 
team  in  tackles  with  71  individual  tackles  and  25  assists.

Fountain's  professional  affiliations  include  membership  in  the  National 
Electrical  Contractors  Association,  where  he  has  held  all  offices  in  the  local 
chapter  and  served  for  four  years  as  national  vice-president.  He  has  long  been 
active  with  NECA's  national  labor  arbitration  board  and  legislative  liaison 
committee,  and  currently  is  serving  a  term  as  Governor  for  NECA's  Mis- 
sissippi Center.

James  Taylor  "J.T."  Monk  began  his  winning  streak  at  Forest  Hill  High  School,  where  his  football  team  won  all  the 
regular  season  games  in  1943  and  1944.  At  Hinds  he  helped  the  Eagles  in  two  winning  seasons.  In  1946,  the  Eagles 
won  the  Laurel  Lions  Bowl  and  Monk  was  named  All  State  Tackle  and  Little  All  American.  At  the  end  of  that  football 
season,  Monk  transferred  from  Hinds  to  Mississippi  State  where  he  graduated  from  the  School  of  Mechanical 
Engineering  in  1950.  After  spending  two  years  instructing  diesel  engine  repair  in  the  Army,  Monk  became  Director  of 
engineering  at  Taylor  Machine  Works,  a  position  which  he  still  holds.  Monk  and  his  family  reside  in  Louisville  and 
operate  a  400  acre  cattle  ranch. 


Gwen  Post  White  was  a  starter  for  her  Clinton  High  School  basketball  team  for  five  years,  and  was  All  State  until  her 
graduation  in  1955.  At  Hinds,  she  lettered  as  a  member  of  the  tennis  team  and  played  for  the  Lady  Eagles  basketball 
team  before  being  named  Most  Athletic  in  the  fall,  1956  Who's  Who.  At  Mississippi  College  she  continued  to  play 
basketball,  graduating  with  honors  in  1958,  and  receiving  her  master's  degree  in  1963.  For  the  past  34  years,  White 
has  had  an  illustrious  career  as  an  athlete  and  coach,  with  many  honors,  championships  and  titles.  She  has  been  a 
member  of  several  state  championship  teams  and  has  been  coach  of  several  district,  south  and  state  championship 
teams.  Her  accomplishments  led  to  her  being  named  as  one  of  the  Outstanding  Young  Women  in  America  for  1963. 
Since  then,  she  has  coached  for  six  years  at  Canton,  four  years  at  McCluer  Academy,  and  ten  years  at  Belhaven  College. 
She  is  presently  coaching  at  Northwest  Rankin  Academy. 


Johnny  Walden  Hines  was  busy  at  Hinds,  lettering  in  basketball,  tennis,  track,  and  as  manager  of  the  football  team. 
He  was  All-State  Basketball  for  two  years,  state  champion  in  track,  setting  a  new  record  for  mile  relay,  and  state 
champion  in  men's  tennis  doubles.  At  Belhaven  College  he  lettered  for  two  years  in  tennis  and  basketball,  being  named 
Most  Valuable  Player  and  Best  Free  Throw  Shooter  in  1964-65,  making  him  12th  in  the  nation  NAIA.  He  also  played 
Number  One  Doubles  in  tennis.  After  graduating  from  Belhaven  and  taking  additional  graduate  work  at  Northeast 
Louisiana  University,  Hines  worked  from  1965-72  as  a  teacher  and  coach  at  Coahoma  County  High  School,  where  his 
boys'  basketball  team  won  the  state  tournament,  and  in  1968,  as  assistant  coach,  his  football  team  finished  10  1  and 
won  the  Cleveland  Lions  Bowl.  Then  at  Utica  and  Terry  High  schools,  his  1972  girls'  track  team  won  the  state 
championship.  In  1973  he  was  named  Track  Coach  of  the  Year  for  the  state  of  Mississippi,  and  in  1974  he  was  named 
one  of  the  Outstanding  Young  Men  in  America.  In  1989,  after  taking  a  position  as  high  school  principal  of  Ouachita 
High  School,  he  was  named  local  and  regional  High  School  Principal  of  the  Year,  and  was  one  of  six  finalists  for 
Louisiana  High  School  Principal  of  the  Year.  Over  the  years  Hines  has  held  office  in  professional,  academic,  and  athletic 
organizations,  and  currently  is  president  of  District  2AAAA  Schools. 


Jack  E.  Fulkerson  went  to  Dobyns-Bennett  High  School  after  his  tour  of  duty  with  the  Navy,  1942-45.  At  Dobyns- 
Bennett  he  lettered  in  football,  basketball,  track,  and  baseball.  He  then  transferred  to  Hinds,  lettering  in  football  for  two 
years,  and  was  All  Conference  and  All  State.  After  Hinds  Fulkerson  transferred  to  Southern,  where  he  lettered  two  years 
and  earned  his  B.S.  degree  in  Science,  Health,  Physical  Education,  and  Recreation.  He  was  a  Green  Bay  Packers  draft 
pick  in  1952,  but  chose  a  non-athletic  career  path.  He  spent  two  years  as  director  of  the  Erwin,  Tennessee  YWCA;  six 
years  in  heavy  trucking  sales  and  service;  21  years  providing  service  to  southern  Mississippi  counties  in  the  commercial 
egg  program  of  Central-Soya,  Simpson  County,  from  1981-85  was  a  circuit  rider  with  the  Mississippi  Rural  Water 
Association,  assisting  in  construction,  maintenance,  and  organization,  and  directing  seminars  on  water  purification  and 
operation  of  rural  water  systems.  Fulkerson  has  been  active  in  local,  state,  and  national  chapters  of  the  Rural  Water 
Association,  and  served  the  state  chapter  as  president  from  1977-83.  He  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Magee  Chapter  of 
the  Optimist  Clubs  of  America,  and  with  his  wife,  Ruth,  is  an  active  member  of  the  First  United  Methodist  Church  of 
Magee. 

During  the  period  1927-30,  Richard  L.  "Dick"  Foster  was  known  as  one  of  the  best  all-around  athletes  in  the  state; 
and  in  1928,  despite  attending  a  rural  school  that  received  little  press  coverage,  he  was  voted  Honorable  Mention  All 
State.  Operating  as  a  triple  threat  tailback  in  a  single  wing  offense,  he  played  nearly  every  minute  on  offense  and 
defense  for  three  years.  In  a  single  game,  he  once  ran  for  9  touchdowns  and  dropkicked  10  extra  points,  and  in  his 
senior  year  he  won  three  games  with  dropkicked  field  goals.  As  a  basketball  player,  his  quickness  and  exceptional 
leaping  abilities  designated  him  the  starting  forward  on  the  team  each  year.  In  addition,  his  skills  in  baseball  as  a  third 
baseman  attracted  two  contract  offers  from  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals.  Instead  of  going  into  pro  baseball,  Foster  chose  to  go 
to  Hinds  to  play  football.  At  Hinds  he  continued  to  excel  as  a  major  workhorse  on  offense  as  a  running  back  and  as  a 
mainstay  on  defense  as  a  defensive  back.  He  received  All  State  Honorable  Mention  again  in  1931-32,  and  after 
graduating  from  Hinds,  began  playing  semi-pro  baseball.  He  achieved  All  State  honors  and  All  Tournament  honors  on 
several  occasions.  After  college  he  continued  to  be  involved  in  sports,  coaching  Little  League  Baseball  and  inspiring 
three  sons  to  become  high  school  athletes.  In  addition,  he  maintained  a  fast  pitch  and  slow  pitch  baseball  career  that 
lasted  well  into  his  sixties.  1 89

University  and  Mississippi  State  University,  and  his  years  as  an 
educator  and  administrator  in  the  state's  public  schools,  to  his  being 
named  Hinds  president,  can  be  seen  as  an  inspiration  to  all  community 
college  students. 

Not  only  is  Muse  an  example  of  what  young  people  of  today  can 
hope  to  achieve,  but  he  understands  their  educational  needs  and  their 
aspirations. 

Muse's  presidency  entails  not  only  the  day  to  day  administrative 
duties  pertaining  to  the  College,  but  he  also  acts  as  liaison  with  the 
state  legislature  and  the  Hinds  Board  of  Trustees  on  behalf  of  the 
College.

Muse,  a  leader  in  many  professional  and  civic  organizations  has 
received  many  honors  for  his  activities  and  achievements.  Most 
recently,  these  include  being  named  the  1993  "Alumnus  of  the  Year" 
for  the  Mississippi  State  University  School  of  Education  and  being 
named  the  1993  3-E  Award  winner  at  Hinds.  He  was  also  named  East 
Central  Community  College's  1 99 1  Alumnus  of  the  Year  and  he  also 
received  the  Mississippi  Association  of  School  Administrators'  1991 
"Golden  Lamp"  Award. 

Though  the  presidency  of  Hinds  is  a  24-hour  a  day  job,  Muse  finds 
relaxation  in  doing  some  of  his  favorite  things  in  his  "off"  hours  — 
these  include  jogging  on  the  track,  gardening,  and  spending  time  with 
his  family.  He  and  Vashti  have  three  children,  Vernon,  Julia,  Susan 
and  six  grandchildren.
